UMBER OF vehicles will grow 

significantly in all weight 
classes and categories except one 
(see table below). 

This is not a startling conclusion 
by any means. And as might be ex- 
pected, certain types and weights 
will grow faster than others. 

In actual number, the greatest 
increase will come in the pickup 
and panel truck sizes (up 1.7 mil- 
lion units). In percentages, big- 
gest growth will be in the four-axle 
tractor-trailer weighing over 60,- 
000 lb GCW (up 70 per cent). 

Note that double-bottoms are ex- 
pected to increase 59 per cent by 
1964. While this is an increase of 
only 8500 vehicles, it reflects a sig- 
nificant gain. 
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The unknown factor in predict- 
ing vehicle growth by weight clas- 
sification is Federal and State leg- 
islative whims. Should either of 
these go on a “kick,” the weight 
picture could change drastically. 

Chances are it won’t by 1964. 
Your fleet vehicles will grow in 
number to meet growing business 
requirements. Unless your opera- 
tion changes appreciably, you'll be 
operating in the same weight clas- 
sifications.

ARELY DOES an editorial get a title be- 

\ fore the words are written. This is one of 
those times. For the headline—borrowed from 
a neighbor of ours, The Greater Philadelphia 
Magazine—is particularly appropriate for both 
of CCJ’s September issues.

Safety men talk status, ICC regs 


Safety men, do you have a budget plan? Do you know what your in- 
surance and safety costs are today . . . what they may be next year? If 
you do, you are on your way to convincing management to expand or 
improve on your fleet’s safety program. 


Those are among the main ingredients required in any safety program 
to win the support of management. So said Mark Robeson, vice president 
of Yellow Transit Freight Lines before the Council of Safety Supervisors 
in Detroit last month. 


Boosting “A safety department should operate in the same fashion as other de- 

safety's partments within a fleet, using the same management techniques,” says 

place Robeson. “Use these techniques and you will help upgrade the safety 
department to the level of other departments.” 


In line with the “big business” aspects of the safety director, Dr. D. A. 
Weaver of Northwestern University added a budget prediction. He says 
fleet operators will all be spending a minimum of $50,000 annually just 
to make their men better drivers. “What we’re doing now is not enough,” 
he said. “We still don’t know why drivers insist on tailgating, and why 
all of the road signs and safety slogans are still useless.” 


Tougher Considerable interest was stirred when Goley D. Sontheimer, director 
and tougher of ATA’s Department of Safety, talked about the new ICC safety regs. 
“The Commission is getting tougher and tougher and we should do every- 
thing we can to comply with the new rules,” he said. The “hours of serv- 
ice” regulations, which were tightened recently, touched off the high in- 
terest. Tentative plans are being made to hold four regional meetings 
next year to discuss the new “hours of service” rules and accident re- 
porting regs. 


Announcement was also made of two other developments which may 
interest safety directors: For one, it was decided to revise extensively 
the rules governing the conduct of the National Truck Safety Contest. 
New rules will be published in about a month. Also, ATA has established 
a slide film library on various safety subjects. The first film in it, “Red Dot 
Confusion,” deals with night rear-end collisions, and how to avoid them. 


Clyde Lutz, driver for Carolina Freight Carriers Corp., Cherryville, 
N. C., was named the man who best typifies a good driver. He was given 
the Charles G. Morgan Memorial Award at the annual Roadeo banquet.

New direction in truck-rail decisions ? 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion last month may have set some 
significant precedents in its deci- 
sions involving truck and rail pe- 
titions for the same rights. Among 
them .. 

@ Financial stress a justifica- 
tion—The Commission decided 7-1 
that the financial condition of the 
rail interests may be enough jus- 
tification to grant unrestricted 
motor carrier rights to a rail sub- 
sidiary. Case involved a petition 
of Black Diamond Transport (sub- 
sidiary of Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road) for rights to carry concrete 
along the Eastern Seaboard. The 
Commission found that potential 
loss of traffic (and revenue) was 
so great to the railroad that it 
could threaten the existence of 
the road. This, plus public advan- 
tage, constitute a “special circum- 
stance” under which the rights 
could be granted. 

@ Grain rate cuts halted—ICC 
blocked a rail proposal to cut 
rates for hauling grain—one of

In 
particular, he suggested rails pub- 
lish joint rates with truck fleets 
for piggyback operations, operate 
joint facilities (loading docks, 
ramps, etc.). In the meantime, he 
says, ICC is trying to handle its 
glut of merger proposals, making 
recommendations to Congress to 
help the rails cure themselves.

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Ending the year with a boom 

Auto factories are expecting a boom in new car sales 
during the fourth quarter this year. 

T. J. Obal, senior economist for Ford, forecasts an 
annual selling rate of 6.5 million cars. If the predic- 
tion comes true, the industry should windup the year 
with sales of 5.9 million. This figure is still somewhat 
lower than earlier predictions. 

According to Obal, however, the rate should carry 
over into 1962. But no official forecasts have been 
made for next year. One official voice of the past 
(former GM President Harlow Curtice) says: Seven- 
million cars is not an unrealistic figure for 1962. That 
would touch close to record 1955 when 7.1 million 
were sold. 


"62's to be more rust resistant 


Look for some new applications of rust-resistant 
materials on 1962 autos. New rustproofing methods 
are being introduced even faster than most industry 
observers predicted. For instance, a preoccupation 
with rust is evident in an impressive program of 
technical papers announced by the American Society 
of Body Engineers. Of the 12 papers selected for 
presentation at the October meeting in Detroit, more 
than half are related to corrosion problems. 


Who likes automatics? 


Fleetmen are still not unanimous on the value of 
automatic transmissions for their operations. Some 
find the added cost for automatics a plus factor. 
Others don’t. 

There are at least two groups of fleet operators who

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do like them. They continue to equip more and more 
vehicles with automatics, according to one auto com- 
pany fleet department. 

These are the country’s cab operators and police 
departments. This particular factory notes that near- 
ly 75 per cent of its cabs and police cars were equipped 
with automatic transmissions this year. This com- 
pares with 56 per cent a year ago. 

Cab operators, it says, are finding automatics more 
economical in the long run. Police fleets feel they get 
just as good performance with them as with straight 
sticks. 


Warranties: 100,000 miles soon? 


It’s possible—100,000-mile auto warranties. Fac- 
tories are now talking about offering such guarantees 
in the future. Particularly they think it’s probable 
for front end and rear axle parts. Some factory 
spokesmen say you may see it within the next two 
years. 

This points up the confidence car makers have in 
their products today. Improvements coming along 
every year are hastening the day of a “service-free”’ 
car. That’s cheerful news for fleets—especially in 
light of the rising cost of shop labor. Self-adjustinz 
brakes, fewer grease points, longer lube periods—they 
are already adding up to many man-hours saved. 

Extended lube periods have the industry in a 
dilemma, however. Says one factory, which is stretch- 
ing lube periods to 32,000 miles on ’62 models: “We'll 
have to try to educate owners at least to ‘inspect’ seals 
during every oil change.” 


Detroit is stretching your oil 


Car makers again are stretching oil-change mileage 
periods. Recent improvements in engine ventilation, 
oil filters and better quality oils are making it pos- 
sible. 

Here’s how the situation shapes up for Ford, 
Plymouth and Chevrolet: 

@ Ford last year recommended crankcase oil changes 
the first 1000 miles and every 4000 miles after that. 
On 1962 models, the company specifies an oil change 
at the first 1000 miles—and stretches the regular 
intervals to 6000. 

@ Plymouth last year recommended the first change 
at 1000, regular changes at 3000 miles. It stretches 
both in 1962. First change comes at 2000, others at 
6000. 

@ Chevrolet bucks the trend. It still recommends 
initial change at 2000 miles and every 2000 miles 
thereafter.

Bus patrons take shorter trips 


Passengers on intercity regular-route Class I 
buses took consistently longer trips between 1955 
and 1958. Then the trend changed. 

In 1959, the last reported year by ICC, the average 
trip dropped from a 1958 average of 78.7 miles to 
77.2 miles. 

Bus patrons, incidentally, take the shortest trips 
of all travelers. Railroad coach passengers, in 1959, 
traveled an average of 112.9 miles and those on 
parlor or sleeping cars went 413.4 miles. Longest 
trip average goes to the scheduled domestic air lines, 
with a 534-mile average in 1959. 

Here are distances traveled by the average Class 
I motor bus passengers during the last 15 years: 


1943—47.7 1946—48.2 1949—49.5 
1952—59.3 1955 —66.7 1956—71.1 
1957—74.1 1958—78.7 1959—77.2 


Help for transit conversion 


Legislation to ease the burden on local transit 
systems, in conversion from streetcar to bus opera- 
tions, is pending in Congress. 

The measure (H.R. 8652) was introduced by Rep. 
C. R. King (D., Cal.). It would give extra tax de- 
ductions for losses resulting from such conversions. 
Help would apply either for the company as a whole 
or for any parts of its operations. 

It permits losses to be used to offset taxes on 
profits for taxable years beginning after Dec. 31, 
1959, until completely deducted. 


Who goes—rapid transit or buses? 


With the present emphasis on rapid transit, sub- 
urban bus company fleetmen may have begun to 
examine their positions critically. When major city 
transit systems spread out to whisk suburbanites to 
center-city in a hurry, what happens to the suburban 
bus line? 

Louis M. Schneider, a Harvard research assistant 
in transportation, says the answer is not a happy 
one. He has based his predictions on what happened 
to Middlesex & Boston Street Railway Co. when Bos- 
ton’s Metropolitan Transit Authority went “rapid 
transit.” 

Suburban bus lines, he says, may generally be 
characterized as representing “the last stronghold, 
in urban areas, of private ownership of transit 
facilities. . . Tenaciously, these systems have stayed 
profitable under private ownership (despite low 
population densities, competition from rails and pri- 
vate cars, low fares and skyrocketing costs)... . 
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Unlike many of the city systems, cost control is prac- 
ticed with determination.” 

Yet, the Boston rapid transit system quickly bat- 
tered M&B from its once-secure position. Though 
still in existence, the squeeze is “leading the M&B 
toward a financial crisis.” 

Schneider calls for city and transit planners to 
“be prepared to deal with (suburban bus lines’) prob- 
lems when laying out new rapid transit lines. Then, 
the rapid transit system should purchase the sub- 
urban systems and integrate their routes as feed- 
ers to the rapid transit lines. He concludes, “I be- 
lieve that public authorities will, in the next decade, 
be operating all major urban transit systems.” 


Teasers. S.L.L. and... Jayne 

Municipal bus systems have a good record for cap- 
turing the public’s fancy with their promotions. 
Here are a few recent and very fanciful ones: 

San Antonio (Texas) Transit System has been 
distributing “teaser” folders to promote its 10 air- 
conditioned “DreamLiner” buses. Company has 
chosen two themes to capture riders’ eyes. One has 
a line on the front that says, “Daisies Never Lie.” 
Inside is a company message about the air-con- 
ditioned buses—and a plastic daisy. The second 
shows a suburban planter saying, “. .. to sow a seed 
of good will.” Inside is a package of daisy seeds and 
the message, “You stay fresh as a daisy on a New 
Air-Conditioned DreamLiner.” 

Santa Monica (Cal.) Municipal Bus Lines appro- 
priately persuaded Jayne Mans- 
field to present its annual 
“BUSter” awards. Awards go to 
the driver who is tops in safety, 
courtesy and efficiency. The 1961 
winner: Joseph Gray, who beat out 
nine other finalists who also had 
fine records. Jayne has often 
helped the Santa Monica system 
in its promotions of the “Big Blue 
Buses.” She frankly stole the 
show, at the company’s annual 
banquet, from a list of dignitaries, 
including the Santa Monica 
mayor, the bus lines’ superintendent and the city 
manager. 

Columbus (Ohio) Transit Co. presents a time and 
temperature break on local televisions five nights a 
week. A pretty girl from a Columbus ad agency 
does the honors. 

Cleveland (Ohio) Transit System has solicited the 
aid of a “Sweet Little Lady” to tell its story to the 
public. The SLL—a cartoon character—tells the 
CTS story in friendly, sympathetic tones.

Blowby device—or else 


Automotive industry has until 
January to promise to install 
crankcase “blowby” fume control 
devices “voluntarily.” 

That warning was issued by 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare Abraham Ribicoff. 

The “blowby” devices are need- 
ed, he says, to help cut air pollu- 
tion. 


Help from Congress 


Unless the move is made volun- 
tarily, he says, he’ll ask Congress 
to make them mandatory on 1964 
production models. Rule would 
apply only to gasoline-burning ve- 
hicles. 

The devices route unburned 
gasoline vapors back through the 
intake manifold or air cleaners to 
be burned thoroughly. 


Bureaus back Ribicoff 


Other agencies are behind Ribi- 
coff’s plan. From now on, all cars 
and trucks purchased by the gov- 
ernment for civilian use will be 
equipped with the devices. That’s 
about 7000 new vehicles a year. 

Military is expected to adopt 
the policy of buying vehicles with 
positive crankcase’ ventilation, 
also. 


Telpak plan gets FCC setback 


Somebody said too much, too 
soon—it seems—when American 
Telephone and Telegraph applied to 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission for Telpak rights. 

Here’s what happened: 

AT&T made its application. Data 
included a discussion of how the 
communications company wanted 
to conduct its service, what facili- 
ties it would use to do so. 

FCC blue-lined one small portion 
of the outline—but it was a critical 
part of the plan AT&T had set up. 
The Commission ruled AT&T could 
offer Telpak only where it had 
broad-band channel or channels to

accommodate bulk-circuit require- 
ments of users. 

That doesn’t fit in with AT&T’s 
proposed rate structure—the facet 
of the plan that could make it very 
valuable to fleet users. 

The ruling would also mean 
AT&T would have to wait until it 
could build a large number of 
broad-band circuits before the 
service could go into effect. 

Now AT&T is making a new ap- 
plication to the FCC. This time, 
they’re asking for a modification in 
the original proposal . . . describing 
the service, but not the methods of 
offering it. They hope this time it 
goes through without a hitch. 


Detroit tackles new wiring 


Stepped up work by Detroit 
truck builders is raising chances 
for a new type of wiring on trucks. 

Faulty wiring has come up of- 
ten during the past year at con- 
ferences and conventions wher- 
ever fleetmen have gathered. 

A chief engineer of one of the 
major truck companies tells CCJ 
the factories are now exploring 
use of neoprene or butyl to re- 
place present plastic-covered wir- 
ing. 

Both materials have somewhat 
higher melting temperature points 
than plastic. However, they’re 
both somewhat more expensive. 

Other alternatives also are un- 
der study. The factories expect 
to have the problem licked within 
the next year. 
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Fill ‘er up—with anything 


Strange new beasts of engines 
that can be fed anything may be 
closer to mass production than 
would have been forecast earlier 
this summer. 

Two developments have put the 
race for multi-fuel engines into 
the homestretch . . . almost before 
anybody seriously thought it was 
started. 

Texaco has a 1950 Plymouth 
roaming the streets of Beacon, 
N.Y., that often pulls into a serv- 
ice station and takes fuel from 
the nearest handy pump—gaso- 
line, diesel, fuel oil, kerosene, jet 
fuel, LP gas. Engine’s been in the 
works since 1946. Though opera- 
tional, it has some serious draw- 
backs compared with standard en- 
gines: Weight (more) acceleration 
(less), cost (more). However, it’s 
giving about twice “normal” fuel 
mileage, runs well on any type 
fuel, has neither knock nor nox- 
ious fumes. 


Also, Detroit Diesel 


Almost simultaneously with 
word of Texaco’s engine, GM’s De- 
troit Diesel Engine Division an- 
nounced “the development of a 
complete family of compression- 
ignition engines (diesel principle) 
capable of utilizing any grade of 
gasoline or diesel fuel with maxi- 
mum efficiency.” 

They were developed for Army 
trucks. They range from 20-hp

ICC ponders piggybacking 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is still trying to make some 
order out of the chaotic piggyback 
problem. Among the developments 
last month were: 

@ A ruling by the ICC that re- 
duced TOFC rates are lawful on 
books shipped from Camden, N. J., 
to Dallas without a differential 
above corresponding sea-land 
rates. Decision was 6-5. The ma- 
jority noted that the protesting 
sea-land opponent failed to pre- 
sent competent cost evidence to 
prove that the rates were destruc- 
tive. 

@ An examiner recommended a 
finding that contract carriers are 
not authorized under any of the 
piggyback plans to conduct TOFC 
operations. Finding came in a 
case involving Auto Transports, 
Oklahoma City. Examiner also 
noted that even if contract car- 
riers were permitted to engage in 
TOFC, the firm did not have au- 
thorities to haul from plant to rail- 
head, from there to destination 
railhead, or from railhead to con- 
signee. 

@ An examiner recommended 
that special half-price return rates 
on vehicles from Atlanta to Nor- 
folk in bi-level cars be disap- 
proved. He noted that ICC ap- 
proval of “such a depressed rate 
on high-valued traffic without sub- 
stantial justification ... can only 
lead to a comparable wide-spread 
reduction in existing TOFC and 
multi-level car rates throughout 
the affected territories.”

ICC promises fresh look at § 1197 


Senate Commerce Committee 
hearings on S 1197, the competi- 
tive rate-making bill backed by the 
trucking industry, wound up last 
month—with the ICC promising to 
present another approach to the 
problem. 

ICC Chairman Everett Hutchin- 
son told the Committee that the 
agency expected to report about 
the first of September on the 
“things that are killing common 
carriage.” ICC also promised to 
send recommendations on possible 
solutions. 

The ICC, Chairman Hutchinson 
said, in opposing the Bartlett Bill 


now takes into account the com- 
petitive impact of rate cuts where 
it is appropriate. But he opposed 
making this mandatory as being 
inflexible and tending to “freeze”’ 
rates. 

Rail and shipper witnesses 
throughout the hearings opposed 
the measure. S 1197 is aimed at 
reversing a provision of the 1958 
Transportation Act which permits 
the ICC to set rates without regard 
to their effect on competition. 

Truck and waterways operators 
have strongly supported the bill. 
The Teamsters’ Union also has 
backed it.

Rails want census 

Railroads and various federal 
agencies support the census. Study 
would be conducted by the U. S. 
Census Bureau. It would cover: 
How manufactured goods move in 
transport and why, passenger 
transportation in general, and a 
survey of truck and bus opera- 
tions. 

One outcome of the census, some 
supporters say, could be some light 
on truck-leasing, “gray area” op- 
erations.

President orders transportation 
study for 1962 legislation

tation studies (almost one for 
every new Secretary of Com- 
merce) was called for by President 
Kennedy. 

Commerce Secretary Weeks says 
the Department is collecting all 
previous transport reports. It has 
also met with the other govern- 
ment agencies which deal with the 
subject. Meetings with various 
carriers, labor, management and 
other groups will also follow. 


By November 1 

The President asked that the 
study, along with recommendations, 
be turned over to the White House 
by November 1. That would be in 
time for him to make recommenda- 
tions to Congress next year.

Good fleetmen are interested 


You’re right, Jack, we forgot something last 
month. We omitted the names of seven (not six) 
companies whom we know are sending “schools-on- 
wheels” around the country to train fleet mechanics. 

So, for Jack Hastings, fleet supervisor of Linde 
Co., Linden, N. J., and you others who asked, here 
they are: American Motors, Bendix-Westinghouse 
Automotive Air Brake, Champion Spark Plug, Eaton, 
GMC Truck and Coach Div., White, and Detroit 
Diesel. 

Best way to make sure your men get a chance to 
attend is to contact your local sales rep. He’ll tell 
you when the school will be in your vicinity, or even 
arrange for it to visit your fleet. You can write the 
company direct, if you wish. 


Merc's positive crankcase vents 


Here’s how to handle Mercury’s positive crankcase 
ventilating system: Disassemble and clean regula- 
tor valve every 4000 miles or four months. Use the 
shank end of a drill bit to clean valve orifice. Soak 
valve in a cleaning solvent for 15-20 min; then clean 
other components. Clean the adaptor filter at rear 
of intake manifold every 24,000 miles. 

Remember: The crankcase is vented only when 
the engine is running (it is always vented with con- 
ventional systems). So pour oil in slowly, allowing 
trapped air to escape through the filler tube. Other- 
wise it may back up, then overflow.

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Use a pull bar 


You'll need a pull bar to remove the steel core 
plug at the rear of the camshaft in a Plymouth alu- 
minum engine. It’s necessary to avoid damage to 
the core plug opening in the aluminum cylinder block. 
But it’s easy to make. 

Remove the transmission and flywheel or converter, 
and the clutch housing on a model with manual 
transmission. 

With a % in. diameter punch, punch a hole at the 
center of the plug. Tap the hole with a 10/24 tap. 








Camshaft Plug 


(Don’t drill it. You'll get more holding threads with 
a punch while minimizing chips.) 

Drill a % in. diameter hole in the center of a piece 
of steel measuring % x 1 x 6 in. Place it across the 
two supports on the two sides of the plug. 

Insert a 10-24 x 1% in. screw through the steel 
plate into the tapped hole in the plug. Turning the 
screw will lift the plug without damage to the bore. 

Finally, make sure no chips remain in the bore 
before installing the new plug. 


Tricky spring setup on Ford brakes 


Maybe you’ve been plagued by hard brake pedal 
or pulling on your 1957-60 Ford cars—after you 
were sure replacement brake linings had been in- 
stalled properly. Ford’s front brake retracting spring 
setup is tricky. Installation may look perfect, but 
check out your connection of the lower retracting 
(helper) spring. It should hook into the bottom 
coils of the primary and secondary shoe retracting 
springs. It’s often easy to hook it to the shoe web— 
but that’s wrong.

Have trouble concentrating? 
Among life’s major frustrations are the well-intentioned interruptions of 


your work by friends, relatives and co-workers. Here are some hints to 
help make yourself less accessible when you really must: 

@ Arrange your lunch hour so you are working when co-workers are 
out to lunch. Sixty blissful minutes of golden silence! 

@ Shift your furniture. You may look too inviting in your present 
setup. Try facing the wall or working with your back toward others. 

@ Be firm—let your colleagues, friends and family know that at 
certain hours of the day you’re strictly “Off Limits.” 

@ Find an inaccessible place to work. Try an attic room, an empty 
office, the public library. (Humorist Jean Kerr, mother of five, wrote her 
best-selling Please Don’t Eat the Daisies in her family car parked at a 
golf course.) 

@ Let your wife or secretary screen phone calls, intercepting unim- 
portant ones. 


if you want criticism 
to get positive results there are four “musts” you should follow: 

Get all the facts. Only then can you judge the situation fairly. Best 
way to get a man to give you the facts? Just ask, “What happened?” 
It boils down to what went wrong, rather than who is to blame. 

Stay calm. You'll create a climate of “Let’s-find-the-solution together.” 

Do it in private. Test after test has proven that private criticism 
gets better results than criticism given in public. 

Commend before you criticize. That way, you take the sting out of 
what is to follow. And you assure him you still have great regard for 
the person you are criticizing. 

Keep it constructive. The purpose of criticism is to teach better ways. 
Try to find out “what happened,” and suggest ways to prevent “it.” 


Turn complaints into PR opportunities 
by going out of your way to smooth ruffled feathers this way: 


@ First, get there fast. A man with a gripe is in no mood to be 
reasonable—not at first, anyway. Above all, he wants his grievance heard 
as fast as possible. If you can’t get there in person, telephone. But 
“get there.” You disarm him by demonstrating that you take his grievance 
seriously. 

@ Listen. Once there, prove you’re interested. Display sincere con- 
cern. Get all the facts. Speak little until you’re certain he’s gotten every- 
thing off his chest. A talked-out individual is the easiest to deal with. 

@ Sum up, in your own words, the essence of his complaint. This 
serves two purposes: The complainer is flattered that you have followed 
his arguments so closely. And you achieve the first agreement—on just 
what the issue is. 

@ Offer redress. Tell him—precisely, concretely, honestly. Tell him 
what you will do to remedy the situation—and when and how. If you 
cannot give an immediate answer, promise to give him an answer in the 
shortest possible time. Whenever possible, give him a little more than he 
expects or demands by way of satisfaction. And, having explained your 
remedy, ask: “Is that acceptable to you?” Encourage his comments on the 
fairness of your plan, for this will indicate your own confidence in the 
justice of your proposal, prove that your only interest is his total satis- 
faction.

ert Wren. And behind them .. . a magnificent 
“second team” whom you will meet along the 
way. 

It all began in 1933 when oldest brother, Bill 
Akers, conceived the idea of a trucking company 
in Gastonia (still company headquarters). Al- 
most immediately he hired Robert Wren as a 
junior partner and financial advisor. Later came 
the other brothers. Through the “Model A” days, 
they labored, bore fruit and greatly pushed out 
their long-haul operations. 

Then came growing pains and struggles. The 
company had magnificent operating rights be- 
tween Atlanta and Boston. But it lacked the one 
thing that has been essential throughout all fleet 
history—a guiding genius.

It found that genius in brother John Akers 
who came back from Washington in 1937 (where 
he held a key post in the Federal government) 
to become active head of the “new” Akers team. 

John Akers never wanted and never created a 
one-man show. But using his team to the fullest, 
he headed the company into a greater and 
greater volume. It came, incidentally, almost en- 
tirely from within the existing operating ter- 
ritory. 

“Mr. John” also found time to be treasurer of 
American Trucking Associations for the past 
seven years and to be vice-chairman of ATA’s 
Labor Relations Committee for the last 10. And 
in the bargain, he has become one of the indus- 
try’s most loved and most respected citizens. 
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BILL TOMLIN, as assistant to the 
President, wears many hats. Biggest 
one is new equipment selection 
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Road fleet has 190 Mack diesel tilt- 
cabs and 92 GMC COE’s. There are 
784 trailers including 40 reefers 
Map at left shows Akers’ main routes 
only.

EQUIPMENT AKERS, like other fleets, 


faces the challenge of buying the best equipment 
to do the job at lowest cost. Responsibility rests 
with Bill Tomlin based on recommendations from 
Operations, Maintenance and Safety. 

Extra-cost options, and in some cases special 
equipment, are “standard equipment” on all road 
units (see specification table). “Every item we 
specify gives us longer life, lower costs, greater 
safety or happier drivers—and our records prove 
it,” says Tomlin.

“For our investment, we expect top-notch 
products. We won’t accept a new trailer if it 
leaks one drop of water—and trailer makers 
know it.” 

In the battle for greater cube with minimum 
weight in new trailers, Tomlin is quick to point 
out that ultra-lightweight models aren’t the an- 
swer at Akers. “We insist on 064 gage side 
sheets rather than the standard 051 aluminum. 
We specify cross members on 12-in. centers— 
not the standard 20 in. These two specs increase 
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trailer weight. But after several years it shows 
up in maintenance savings.” 

What about the future? Tomlin predicts a 
moderate GCW and axle weight increase in the 
East and a jump in trailer height to 13% ft. 
“We'll need more power to pull it,” he says, “and 
we’re looking ahead already. We’ve got a Ford 
C-1000 tilt-cab with a V-6 Jimmy diesel in it 
running to Atlanta right now. We’re also plan- 
ning tests with Cummins NHE-195 powerplants 
and with an experimental Mack engine.” 





Routing...key to vehicle control 
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VEHICLE CONTROL 


AKER’S NEW Charlotte base has 26 acres 
“under blacktop” and 14 acres adjoining. It’s 
only 100 yards from an exit on Interstate route 
85—a major new highway which by-passes time- 
delaying towns. 

The entire facility is designed for efficient 
vehicle control and fast flow-through. There are 
no bottlenecks, no backing and filling and little 
waiting at any point in the giant base. 
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While the Mobile Team was gathering mate- 
rial for this story, a major storm in the North- 
east virtually stopped all North-South freight 
for two days. There were upwards to 100 units 
sitting at Charlotte, but when the roads opened 
further north over 65 tractor-trailers were on 
their way within hours. 

Close teamwork between Operations and Main- 
tenance is only part of the answer to having 
tractors serviced and drivers ready when the 
roads opened. The secret to a large extent, is the

production line service, maintenance and safety 
lanes which Akers incorporated at Charlotte. 

To see how it works so smoothly and effi- 
ciently, the Mobile Team followed a rig from the 
time it entered the main gate just off Route 85 
until it was ready to leave again. Its route is 
pictured on the aerial view of the base above, 
with detailed photos of the various points on the 
following pages. 

As a truck enters the main gate (1) the driver 
hands over his freight bills, laundry from 
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sleeper cab, tachograph chart and driver’s log. 
The gateman phones the terminal, if necessary, 
to find out where the trailer is wanted. 

After clearance through the gate, the driver 
pulls his rig into one of the three drive-through 
service lanes (2) and gets out. At this point, 
tractor is refueled and trailer receives a thor- 
ough safety check of lights, brakes, tire pressure, 
wheel lugs, etc. Six rigs can be serviced at the 
same time. If anything is spotted which requires 
further attention, it is noted. A colored tag is 





VEHICLE CONTROL Continued 


fastened to the trailer landing gear crank show- 
ing that it has been inspected and found OK, 
or in need of work. Tire changes, if needed, are 
done in the lane adjacent to the three service 
lanes. 

The rig is then pulled out of the service lane 
where the combination is split (3) either at the 
terminal (5) or inbound trailer storage (6) 
area A, B, or C. At this point, terminal yard 
jockies take over further spotting of trailer for 
unloading and reloading. 


Tractor PM 


The road tractor goes on the service line (4). 
Shop personnel then check the maintenance rec- 
ords to see what service is due. They also check 
the driver’s gripe sheet for anything which 
needs attention. If the tractor is due for an “A” 
or “B” check (which includes a lube and oil and 
filter change at 4000 miles), it’s routed over the 
fast-service pits at the end of the tractor 
shop (7). 

These pits are at the upper end of the shop 
near the parts room. They don’t interfere with 
regular shop work, are positioned across the 
building to give drive-through servicing without 
backing or filling. If there’s other work or re- 
pairs to be done, tractor is scheduled into the 
tractor shop (12). Wrecked tractors, or those 
deadlined for major rebuilding are parked be- 
hind the shop (15). 


North and South ready lines 


When the Maintenance Dept. is finished with 
a tractor, it is put on the North or South ready 
line (8) depending on which routes the tractor 
and drivers are assigned. All Northern runs are 
with sleeper cabs. Each driver team has its own 
tractor. There are 191 tractors assigned for 
these runs. Southern runs include 85 sleeper and 





non-sleeper tractors. These are not assigned 
permanently to any driver. 

While the tractor is serviced, the terminal un- 
loads the trailer. If it needs repairs, it is then 
taken to the trailer shop (13). This is located 
at the opposite end of the building so not to 
interfere with tractor work. The trailer shop is 
laid out with a center door with work areas on 
both sides. A fork lift with fifth wheel on it 
makes trailer spotting in the shop easy and fast. 


Trailer shop 


At the front of the shop there’s a trailer 
through-lane with doors at each end. This is 
used for fast trailer repairs and for roof water- 
proofing. Portable scaffolds are stationed on both 
sides of the lane for fast positioning. Using a 
Monroe sealer kit, two men can waterproof all 
roof seams in one hour. Trailers are returned 
to the terminal (5) or the storage areas (6) as 
soon the the shop finishes with them. If there 
is major work to be done which will take a 
trailer out of service for an indefinite time, it 
is put on the trailer shop line (14). 

As a trailer is loaded, the terminal notifies 
the dispatcher who in turn calls in road drivers 
for the run. A message is sent over the Tele- 
scriber connecting the dispatcher, terminal and 
the outbound through lane showing what trac- 
tor and trailer are running. The service lane 
makes the hook-up and brings the rig through 
the out-bound lane (9). Here, each axle or tan- 
dem is weighed simultaneously on a 3-section 
Fairbanks Morse scale to make sure the rig 
does not exceed any axle weight limit and that 
GCW is legal. Weights are printed automatically 
on the weigh tickets. 


Final safety check 


After pulling off the scales, all tires are re- 
checked for pressures. Then, the rig gets a final 
safety check of lights, brakes, signals, safety 
kit, etc. If all is OK, the service lane driver 
pulls the rig through the Ross & White rotary 
washer (10) and puts it on the “dispatch” line 
where the road drivers pick it up (11). The 
gateman (1) checks over the papers to make 
sure everything is right, puts in a new tacho- 
graph chart, hands out sleeper bunk linen and 
gives drivers any last minute instructions. 

As the rig disappears down the road, the gate- 
man notifies the dispatcher so arrival time can 
be wired to the destination.

NANCE base is laid out for simplicity and effi- 
ciency. Building design has pillar-free shops. 
This speeds vehicle spotting, cuts down shop 
accidents. 

Since Charlotte is home port for the entire 
road fleet, the shop is geared for both fast and 
complete service. Maintenance Directors Press 
Boyd and U. J. Parham report the new setup 
has cut servicing time by keeping “A” and “B”’ 
services out of the main work area. Repair work 
goes faster since there’s more “elbow room” and 
better work organization. Time savings show 
up in maintenance costs which are now at an 
all-time low of 2.3¢ per mile—an enviable figure 
in any long haul operation. 

The rebuild shop separates the tractor and 
trailer shops and is equipped to rebuild al! major 





for fast service 


components. An engine dynamometer, in sepa- 
rate room, is used to run in overhauled engines 
and to make final adjustments and injector 
settings. 

Paint booth and chassis dynamometer adjoin 
the tractor shop but are entered from outside. 


TIRE SHOP KEEPING 9000 


TIRES on the road at lowest possible cost is 
the job of Howard Allran, head of Akers’ tire 
department. To do the job, he runs a complete 
recap shop which includes two section and three 
recap molds. They turn out 72 recapped tires 
per week. 





Akers uses both nylon and Tyrex tube-type 
tires mostly of the high level type. The fleet is 
also testing 100 steel cord tires. New tires go on 
the front until 5/32-in. tread is left, then to the 
trailer until smooth. After regrooving, they’re 
run on drive wheels and trailers until smooth 
again. 

First recap goes on drive axles, subsequent 
ones on trailers. Tire life: An average of 200,- 
000 miles for all road equipment. Records give 
a complete history of each tire, including recaps, 
repairs, wheel location and mileage. Tire costs: 
A respectable mil per mile. The secret: Constant 
checks on tire pressures. 





AKERS’ safety program... 


Top driver training, the Breakfast Club, vital statistics and 


FLEET SAFETY 


A PASSION FOR FACTS is a key to Akers’ 
driver safety program. Voluminous data on all 
drivers, and particularly their accidents, has 
been transferred to punch cards and run through 
the IBM machines in many ways to produce ar- 
resting facts for the men to chew on. 

When do accidents occur, for instance. Similar 
information has been published before, but it 
really strikes home when Akers drivers mull 
over their own statistics. For instance, here’s 
the per cent of accidents by hour for 1959: 


First hour on duty 81.1 Fifth hour 0.65 
Second hour 13.0 Sixth hour 0.00 
Third hour 4.60 Seventh hour 0.00 
Fourth hour 0.65 Eighth hour 0.00 


More than four-fifths of the accidents occur 
in the first hour. Close to 99 per cent of them 
happen in the first four hours. For 1959 no acci- 
dents occurred after the first five hours of driv- 
ing, the time when fatigue is greatest! 

Another analysis according to age group 
shows that only 4 per cent of local drivers are 
under 25, yet they have 11 per cent of the local 
accidents. But 5 per cent of the road drivers 
are in that age group and they have only 5 per 
cent of the road accidents. 

A different approach on local accidents has 
given ammunition for better directed attack on 
causes. This analysis showed, among other 
things, that 50 per cent of local accidents in- 
volved an Akers truck hitting a stationery ob- 
ject; that 40 per cent occurred in the Akers yard 
or a delivery yard; that 25 per cent happened 
on Friday. For line drivers 54 per cent of acci- 
dents occurred at intersections. 

With these facts to back them up, the safety 
supervisors all know what to hammer at hardest 
in their discussions with the men. 

Akers puts all these statistics to work as an 
everyday part of the safety program. As a re-

sult, the accident rate has gradually decreased. 
For 1959 the rate was 0.16 accidents per 100,000 
miles reportable to the ICC. For 1960 it dropped 
slightly to 0.15. If the statistics show a new 
trend, management steps in right away to nip 
it in the bud before it mushrooms. 

The Breakfast Club is an unusual and success- 
ful part of the safety program. Every Saturday 
morning starting at 8 o’clock Akers is host to 
the road drivers at a good restaurant for break- 
fast. The company picks up the tab even for 
the guys that eat a double order. Attendance is 
entirely voluntary, averages about 30 each week. 

Open discussion prevails and gripes are fully 
aired. If some other department is likely to be 
on the hot seat, a representative of that depart- 
ment will be at the breakfast, whether it be shop 
foreman, OS & D clerk, dispatcher or sales man- 
ager. 
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JOE WILSON, safety director, has 
made safety programs interesting for 
drivers, found low-pressure methods 
payoff in improved driving records 


sesides getting the company’s safety story 
over, many things are brought to light and cor- 
rected before they get to be serious problems. 
Drivers are free to bring up any subject on their 
minds. 

Though attendance runs 10 per cent of the 
whole force, the impact is much greater. Make- 
up of the group changes each week according to 
who is on the road. Some drivers just in will 
come to the Breakfast Club before going home. 
Usually only one from a sleeper team will attend, 
and report proceedings to his buddy later. As 
a result, interest in the Club remains lively 
throughout most of the organization, without 
any fuss or strain involved at all. Two door 
prizes make each breakfast even more interest- 
ing.

tiveness. On the other hand, men take more pride 
in safety pins they can wear and display for all 
to see. First pin is awarded after only six 
months of safe driving “to give the new man a 
taste for it!” Says Joe Wilson: After nine years 
of safe driving, Akers gives more valuable 
awards — with a good diamond ring after 20 
years of accident-free driving. 

Local drivers compete for trophies awarded to 
a whole terminal. The 22 terminals are fairly 
evenly divided into three groups: Those doing 
less than 100,000 miles annually; those on up to 
200,000 miles, and those doing more than 200,000 
miles. Trophies are awarded in each group for 
most miles between accidents. A certificate is 
awarded the terminal showing most improve- 
ment in each group, and a trophy is awarded 
the one terminal showing the best improvement 
of all 22. 








Akers’ four field safety supervisors really 
scrap for their terminals, men and trophies, and 
make a lively contest out of it by talking it up. 
Terminal safety records have improved consist- 
ently since the award program started. 

Accident records are reviewed with each em- 
ployee once every three years. This usually re- 
sults in a brief discussion of what happened, and 
what the person is doing to prevent a recur- 
rence. It’s an effective program. 

One other check has evolved from the IBM- 
derived statistics. They now know that most men 
have good safety records the first nine months 
with the company. Then up to 18 months they 
get a little careless. Up to 36 months they’re 
jogged into being careful again, then up to the 
fifth year accidents increase once more. After 
that they level off. With this information, the 
safety crew can start working on a man after 
the ninth month and after the third year. 


~ DRIVER TRAINING 


AKERS MOTOR LINES has one of the most 
successful driver training programs in the in- 
dustry. Particularly unique is the required 
schooling for all new drivers—hence the nick- 
name of “college graduate” truck drivers. More 
on this phase of the training program later. 

Hiring of new drivers is done on a “request” 


basis which started right after World War II. 
Older drivers started bringing in service veter- 
ans and requested that Akers take them on as 
trainees. 

Today, the only men hired as new drivers are 
requested by senior drivers. This method of hir- 
ing is most successful in matching trainees and 
senior drivers who are congenial. Since the 
senior chose the man, instead of having a new 
man “forced” on him, the incentive to work 
with him is greater. 

A senior brings his proposed buddy to the 
Personnel Department, which then takes over. 
The applicant fills out a detailed application

blank. This is checked and investigated in minute 
detail, including police, state motor vehicle de- 
partment records, and with all previous employ- 
ers. 

School is what cools off the majority of appli- 
cants. All new line drivers must attend driver 
training school and satisfactorily complete the 
4-week course at North Carolina State College 
before teaming up with seniors. The company 
pays the $175 tuition, then deducts it in small 
amounts after the man has steady income for 
a month or two. The man pays his own room and 
board on the campus, which is quite reasonable. 
So far, 102 of the 468 road drivers have com- 
pleted the driver’s course. 


Most new men are rookies 


Experienced drivers dislike spending either 
time or money at the school as a rule, so most 
new men are inexperienced. Many are quite 
young. About 5 per cent of the road drivers are 
in the 21-25 age bracket, and 18 per cent in the 
26-30 age group. 

Once the trainee has graduated from College, 
he is teamed up with his sponsoring senior 
driver for six months. During this period, the 
senior man teaches his buddy the fine points of 
driving and makes a polished driver out of him. 

After the six months, the new driver is free 
to “bid” his own tractor if there is an opening, 
or to go on the “extra” board. More often than 
not the junior driver chooses to stay on with 
his senior. Usually the men prove congenial and 
good partners and stay together for many years. 

Driver turnover is reduced almost to losses 
from natural causes. Very few quit or get fired. 
The request procedure of employment, plus care- 
ful selection and testing, plus driver training 
school, produce alert, knowledgeable, happy driv- 
ers from the start. The new man never has to 
pass through that stage Joe Wilson terms “be- 
fuddlement” that discourages and eliminates so 
many new men on other lines.

FREIGHT HANDLING 


THE NEW CHARLOTTE BASE was opened 
just a year ago (Sept. 6, 1960) with a gigantic 
open house and ribbon-cutting ceremonies by 
then Governor Luther Hodges. Since then, the 
128-bay terminal has handled about 8.2 million 
lb of freight per week—not including through 
freight which stays in the trailers. 

Freight handling is based on the fan-out prin- 
ciple of loading and unloading. Very little travels 
across the dock for reloading. Trailers are placed 
in key slots so freight can be transferred to an 
adjacent trailer—usually less than four or five 
distant. 

Terminal has a regular crew of 64 dockmen, 
9 supervisors and 5 routing clerks. Equipment 
includes 15 Lewis-Sheppard electric squeeze-type 
fork lifts and two gasoline-powered lift trucks 
for heavy freight. Majority of the freight is 
handled in four-wheel freight carts. 

The squeeze-type lifts are fairly new to cargo 
handling techniques. Instead of lifting from be- 
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neath, the rounded forks gently squeeze from the 
side. Pallet loading isn’t required. It is one of 
the fastest ways of handling large cardboard 
boxes popular today with many shippers. 

To save time, supervisors travel up and down 
the quarter-mile long dock on Cushman 3- 
wheeled electric scooters. A pneumatic tube sys- 
tem shuttles paperwork between the terminal 
office and the various key locations on the loading 
dock. 

Mobile radio connects the terminal with the 
four yard jockies. Trailers can be spotted at 
once—and even re-spotted when necessary if 
there’s a partial load to be picked up from a 
trailer on the other side of the terminal. This is 
easier, faster and cheaper than routing freight 
across the dock. 

The fan-out type of freight handling gives 
maximum use of space with a minimum invest- 
ment in materials handling equipment. Flexi- 
bility of the system is the other factor which 
enables Akers to handle an astonishing amount 
of freight with a comparatively small crew.

Truck stops... 


a vital link 
on the long haul 


AKERS IS ONE of the pioneers in the use 
of truck stops for refueling on the long haul. 
This practice has grown with the operation so 
that 14 truck stops are presently furnishing 
fuel, tire banks and road service. 

There’s more to it than this, however. In this 
day and age of complicated fuel taxes and re- 
ciprocity agreements it can take reams of paper 
and several full-time accountants just to keep 
up with fuel taxes. 

Akers simplifies the problem as much as pos- 
sible—and at the same time saves a small for- 
tune annually in fuel costs. To start with, the 
new Charlotte base has underground storage for 
80,000 gal of diesel fuel and an additional 10,000 
gal for motor oil.

To make sure, each tractor has a card posted 
on the driver’s side of the cab telling him where 
to buy fuel and in what quantity. Stops are set 
up at sufficient intervals to keep fuel stops at 
a minimum while still purchasing the required 
fuel. 

Two of the stops have separate tanks for 
Akers only, the rest do not. In either case, the 
fuel stop gives the driver a ticket showing the 
date, unit number and number of gallons de- 
livered. The driver signs each ticket and turns 
in a copy at his destination. 

In addition to pumping fuel, each truck stop 
is required to gage tires, check oil and similar 
services. The Akers contract also calls for road 
service, when necessary, usually not exceeding 
25 miles in either direction. 

Each truck stop also maintains an Akers tire 
bank. As more are needed, replacements are 
dropped off by an Akers rig. “Dead” tires are 
returned to Charlotte for repair. 

The truck stop program favors no particular 
brand or supplier of diesel fuel. Each stop works 
under contract to Akers for specified services 
and charges. In addition to fair and equitable 
rates, Akers gets service.

A field report shows one 
contractor getting 8500 hours between overhauls on 
an engine, another with the same engine and same 
conditions gets 3500 hours. Why? Oil and engine 
experts asked the same question and came up with 
these mistakes that shorten engine life. 

AIR CLEANERS. Not all air cleaners are alike. Make 
sure your mechanics know what the air cleaner manu- 
facturer recommends. It’s not only important to 
service it regularly, but to service it correctly. A big 
crawler, for instance, used 20 tank-car loads of air 
an hour. The engine must get enough clean air. Be 
watchful for any signs of leaks in the air intake 
system. 

WRONG USE OF LUBRICANTS. Use recommended oils 
and greases only. For example, chassis grease is not 
suitable for the semi-fluid lubricant recommended for 
track roller assemblies. See that mechanic does not 
probe for dirt-covered fittings with the grease gun. 
This is a good way to let dirt in. Contaminated 
lubricants are most expensive so take time to clean 
containers and grease guns. 

An engine manufacturer estimates 42 per cent of 
bearing failure is caused by dirt. Because a certain 
type of oil is used in many of your engines is not a 
good reason to ignore a specific engine manufacturer's 
recommendation for a specific engine. He knows why 
that oil is best and what additives it contains. 


Changes have been made in recent 
180 and 190 Series Waukesha diesels. Rocker arms 
now incorporate oil holes with a 30 deg offset from 
former vertical position. No changes were made in 
the rocker arms themselves, but old and new types 
should not be intermixed on the same engine. Attempts 
to use both types will seriously disturb lubrication. 
The older type rocker is lubricated through a pressure 
line fitting with a relief hole. If changeover to a new 
set is made, the relieved fitting should be replaced 
with a standard undrilled fitting. 
Older rockers are identified by the straight-through 
drilling of the oil passage through the bushing. With 
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bushing removed in new rockers, look for a short radial 
groove extending from the top oil hole around the inner 
bore for 45 deg. 


There's only one right way to 
measure the diameter of wire rope. Use machinist’s 
calipers and measure the widest diameter. If the cali- 
per jaws rest across two strands, a smaller diameter 
will be mis-read. 
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Rope and sheaves must be precisely fitted to each 
other to get the best service, efficiency and safety 
from both. Make sure sheaves turn and are properly 
lubricated. A frozen sheave will burn up a rope in 
record time. 


Dry-type air cleaners located near 
a leaky engine exhaust system can become quickly 
fouled. Smoke and soot build up and rapidly block 
the intake of air. Exhaust coming from a loose mani- 
fold, leaky muffler or broken-off exhaust stack can 
easily be drawn into a nearby air cleaner inlet. 

Since the volume of air entering an engine is enor- 
mous, even a trace of smoke will quickly foul the ele- 
ment. Smoke and soot are greasy and are not easy to 
clean from an element or air cleaner housing. It may 
be necessary to use a non-sudsing detergent, as recom- 
mended by the vehicle maker, to get it cleaned up. 

Black soot on an air cleaner element indicates a 
leaky exhaust system. This should be your first clue 
that there’s a leak which needs fixing.

The Mittry wheel, a 4300-ft conveyor and other innovations 


produce 40,000 cu yds of dam fill in two 8'/2-hour shifts to make the 


job famous for construction automation ... By L. H. Houck 


THE JOB 


Abiquiu Dam, some 50 miles northwest of Santa 
Fe, N. M., and half the distance from famed Los 
Alamos, is rising by push-button on the almost un- 
known Rio Chama, 30 miles above its confluence 
with the Rio Grande. Purpose of the new safety valve 
is to control the spring torrents that cascade from 
the high peaks of the Rockies, eliminating the devas- 
tating floods on the Rio Grande which have plagued 
the area for hundreds of years. 


Abiquiu, pronounced abbi-que, is a rolled earth- 
fill dam, 325-ft high, with a 1500-ft crown, and 2600

ft from upstream to downstream toe. It will have a 
storage capacity at spillway crest of 1,211,000 acre- 
feet, greatly exceeding requirements for flood con- 
trol and sediment reserve. Job was started August 1, 
1956 with outlet completed in December, 1958. 

Present work consists of $81 million plus con- 
tract, awarded to Mittry Construction Co., Los An- 
geles, March 18, 1959. Scheduled completion date 
for construction of dam embankment and off-channel 
spillway is May, 1962. More than 1014 million cubic 
yards of earth fill is required for the dam embank- 
ment. In addition, there are two million yards of 
waste and 814 million yards of random fill. 
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The Mittry wheel, above and at far 
left, does the work of 4 large shov- 
els and loads continuously. it does 
not have to stop when rig fills up

carries 6 Esco 14% cu yd shovel dippers, turns 78 rpm. 

Main power is two 6-110 GM diesels with turbos. 
One engine drives wheel through an Allison torque 
converter. Other engine drives a 200kw generator 
furnishing electric power for belts which are motor 
driven. One man and an oiler operate the wheel, one 
man and a D8 dozer keep the loading area cleaned up. 

Man in control tower watches complicated panel 
controls all by push-button. Wheel advances auto- 
matically to present feed of 6 to 36 in. in 6-in. incre- 
ments, swings automatically. Tower man sets posi- 
tion of wheel and delivery chutes by merely moving 
two arrows, representing each end of machine. 


Continuous production and 
loading is achieved by a double chute with a radio- 
controlled swinging gate. The gate is operated by radio 
remote control by the truck driver. Two trucks stand 
side-by-side for loading. As soon as one is filled, this 
driver operates his hand control which swings the gate 
to throw the dirt into the other truck. This is probably 
the first time continuous loading on a construction 
job has been possible. Conveyor belts on wheel loader 
are 60 in. wide and the two belts are powered by 100- 
hp electric motors. An ammeter in the tower for each 
belt shows load at all times and operator can reduce 
feed in case of overload. 

MAIN CONVEYOR BELT: Trucks have a short run to 
the main belt loader for the 4300-ft conveyor belt, 
where the dumped loads run through two scalpers to 
remove everything above 6 in. Nine 24-yd bottom 
dump Eticlids work under the wheel hauling to the 
loading hopper. Nine similar units work under the dis- 
charge chutes at other end, dumping their classified 
loads in the main fill of the dam. 

CONVEYOR BELT DELIVERY HOPPER: Trucks drive 
under two cylindrical hoppers. Driver pulls a rope to 
get an automatically measured load with automatic 
shut-off. This is also automatically irrigated with 
water in the precise amount for scientific compac- 
tion. Water comes from a nearby-drilled deep well 
bored for the purpose and equipped with a turbine 
pump. 

F. K. (Bill) Mittry, Jr., officially named Fouad 
Khalil Mittry, is the third generation to enter con- 
struction business in the United States. He con- 
ceived the design for the wheel, which can be used on 
other construction jobs. It differs in both design and 
method from the large German wheels now used in 
United States coal fields. It is the second wheel built 
on this job. Several patents have been granted and 
wheel is in production and available to other con- 
tractors through Baldwin-Lima-Hamilton. 

EQUIPMENT: Because of the wheel and the belt, 
much less equipment is required than in conventional 
jobs. Part of the roster is stand-by equipment, such 
as the four shovels replaced by the wheel. Main equip- 
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ment consists of 6 Euclid scrapers, 33 Euclid dumps 
consisting of 25 belly dumps and 9 end dumps with 
22-yd capacities, 3 Lima 1600 shovels, 1 new 1800 
5-yd Lima shovel with Cat D-375, 1 Lima dragline, 
9 D8 Caterpillar tractors, two Caterpillar No. 12 motor 
graders, two Cat DW-21 water sprinkler trucks and 
a 4-yd Michigan loader on rubber. 

MAINTENANCE SETUP: Job works two 9-hour shifts 
daily but the shop works on a 24-hour basis with stag- 
gered shifts. Maintenance superintendent and master 
mechanic Jim Moberg told CCJ that he has a day 
crew consisting of eight mechanics, one machinist, 
three welders and one helper. Night crew has six 
mechanics, three welders and one helper. These men 
are staggered to take care of the six-hour lobster shift. 

THE SHOP: The big 5-bay shop is operated with a 
parts inventory of only $15,000—exceptionally small 
for such a remote location. Moberg said this is possi- 
ble because of the efficiency of the lube crew which he 
tags as tops in the business. The shop can do almost 
everything—even rebuild batteries right on the job. 
“Nothing is farmed out,” Moberg said. “We do it all. 
Sometimes we may make a part in the machine shop 
but that is used mainly for building our own equip- 
ment and making our own revisions on existing equip- 
ment. We change engines, torque converters, trans- 
missions and other parts. Rebuilding of these units 
keeps an even flow of work in the shop. We have to 
have a minimum crew anyway so we do all our own 
work. We rely on our own efforts to keep everything 
moving or make sure a substitute is ready to shove in 
if a machine goes down. We also service and repair 
all the power on the equipment. This includes the 
twin quad on the main belt, the belt itself, the hoppers 
and all the associated automatic equipment.” 
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How the Fill is Delivered 


Nine 24-yd bottom dump Euclids carry the fill from 
the "wheel" to the belt-loading hopper shown in photo 
below. Dump ramps are self-cleaning as tower operator 
can tip them with the touch of a button— another 
Mittry innovation. Material goes through two scalpers 
to remove everything over 6 in. Oversize rock goes 
through chutes to end dump Euclids which haul it to 
waste or random fill. 


Fill material then goes on the 4300-ft conveyor belt. 
It's 40-in. wide, carries better than 40,000 cu yds daily. 
The almost mile-long belt eliminates a much longer uphill 
truck run, plus road building and maintenance. 


Belt is powered by eight GM 6-7! diesels in twin-quad 
setup, connected by reduction gears and air clutch. 
Everything going on the conveyor is weighed automati- 
cally on the short belt (foreground of conveyor picture 
at left). Recorder in control tower gives printed record 
in Bill Mittry's office. 


At the end of the conveyor, fill falls into two delivery 
hoppers shown in photo at far left. Drivers pull under- 
neath, pull a rope which fills their Eucs with an auto- 
matically measured and irrigated load. When air-pow- 
ered bin gate opens, !0 high pressure water jets add 500 
gal of water in 10 seconds to the fill material as it drops 
into the Euclids. Driver is on his way in a half-minute or 
less on the final haul for placement and compaction on 
the dam site. 


The main belt, two scalpers, power and the unloading 
hoppers at the other end of the 4300-ft belt are oper- 
ated by one man in the tower at the loading hopper. 
TV, radio, push-button controls and instrument—show 
exact operation and loading conditions of all parts of 
the mile-long system. 





ENGINE PM 


FOR ALL OF its hard work, the construction in- 
dustry idles more engines more hours than almost 
anyone. It thereby increases costs and ruins engines. 

Excessive oil consumption, lack of power and rough 
running are common indicators of need for overhaul. 
These are the same indicators of an engine that has 
idled excessively. 

But, the engine that has worked will show wear on 
pistons, rings, sleeves and valves, The idled engine 


Crankcase 
Ventilation

“The crankcase ventilating system has the dubious 
distinction of being the most misunderstood and neg- 
lected part of an internal combustion engine. Perhaps 
this situation is the fault of the engine manufac- 
turers, as this system never has received a great deal 
of publicity. 


Why crankcase ventilation 
“When an engine fires, a highly-corrosive, acid- 
based gas forms. Also, a gallon of water is created 
for every gallon of fuel burned. Most of these harm- 
ful effects of combustion disappear out the exhaust 
stack. A small percentage of these acid and moisture- 
laden vapors, however, slip past the piston rings. The 
amount increases as the rings experience normal wear. 
“Engine oil filters are of no help here. The filters 
are designed to handle solid particles—dirt and metal- 
lic bits—not vapors. Only the ventilating system can 
remove the vapors. And these must be dispelled 
quickly before they condense into the crankcase oil. 
“The engineering of the ventilating system must be

will not show wear. There will be heavy concentrations 
of sludge in the lubrication areas, plus carbon deposits 
in the intake manifold, at intake valves and on pistons. 
Cylinder walls may be glazed. Also you'll find poor 
spark plug operation in carbureted engines. 


Temperature and loads 
Sludge and carbon excesses indicate operation at 
too low a temperature—characteristic of excessive 
idling. Light loads do not generate enough firing pres- 
sure to force piston rings against piston walls. The 
resulting lack of proper ring contact produces glazed 
walls, lubricating oil contamination and excessive 
oil consumption. 


carefully tailored to fit varying engine sizes and op- 
erating conditions. The system must flow air through 
the crankcase in exactly the right quantity under cor- 
rect pressure. A weak system will not remove the con- 
taminants. Excessive flow will take lubricating oil 
with it and cause excessive consumption. 

“Heavy-duty carbureted engines, as a rule, rely on 
positive crankcase ventilation. Here, the intake mani- 
fold vacuum draws and burns off fumes and contami- 
nating vapors from the crankcase and cylinder head. 
Clean air is admitted to the crankcase through a 
hose connected to the air cleaner. The amount of air 
drawn is controlled by a metering valve. A vacuum 
line on top of the valve is connected to the intake 
manifold.

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Excessive idling and light loads should be curbed 
for the sake of the profit book. Engines too big for 
the job are not economical. Any engine should op- 
erate most of its time at rated horsepower and speed. 


Diesels and idling 
There was a time when diesels in particular were 
seldom shut down because of starting difficulty. Even 
the largest modern diesels now start easily, and 
there is no excuse for excess idling. They should be 
shut down when not working. 
Correct thermostats should be installed, and radia- 
tors covered if necessary, to insure engine operation 
at correct temperature. 


“To work efficiently, the metering valve must be 
free in the housing. The unit should be serviced sea- 
sonally by disconnecting the manifold vacuum line 
and removing the valve housing. The two halves of 
the housing should be separated and solvent-cleaned, 
together with the weight inside the housing. If the 
valve is mounted on a 90-deg street elbow, it is recom- 
mended that the elbow also be removed and cleaned. 


Diesel breather PM 
“In the case of diesel engines, many of which work 
under extreme dust conditions, ventilating air must 
be filtered clean before it enters the engine. These en- 
gines use large-capacity breathers, usually mounted on 
the push rod chamber side plate. The breathers are 
protected with sheet metal baffles and wire mesh 
screens to prevent loss of lubricating oil and entry of 
dirt. 


“If the screens are allowed to plug up, vapors will 


condense in the crankcase, and—even more serious— 
the pressure balance within the engine is upset. The 
breathers should be removed after every 250 hours 
of service and soaked in solvent. Should the packing 
become damaged, replace it immediately. This opera- 
tion requires 10 min at most, but its importance can- 
not be overstressed. 

“With expanding use of turbocharged engines, 
breather maintenance is more important than ever. 
In a recent case, a turbocharged tractor engine per- 
formed perfectly for 1500 hours. Then the turbo seals 
began leaking into the exhaust and intake manifolds. 
A replacement turbo lasted only a few hours before it

Severe conditions are by no means restricted to 
bad weather and heavy loads. Engine manufacturers 
consider light loads with long periods of idling as 
severe operating conditions, requiring a heavy-duty 
oil rather than a light-duty oil. 


Lubrication and idling 
Under such conditions, high detergent oils and fre- 


quent changes are imperative to prevent excess forma- 
tion of sludge and carbon. 

When an engine is properly mated with its load 
and excess idling is curbed, all parts operate at ideal 
temperatures and clearances—which give the owner 
the longest life and minimum service cost. 


began to leak. Another replacement fared the same. 
When a trained serviceman finally was called, he found 
the breather was at fault. It never had been serviced 
and was plugged tightly. 

“Why did the plugged breather cause such a violent 
turbocharger reaction? The answer is simple. Turbo- 
charger oil seals are the compression type. A pressure 
balance is required between the air and oil and be- 
tween the exhaust gases and oil pressures. If either 
of these balances is disrupted, the seals will leak, re- 
gardless of their condition. 

“The plugged breather caused excessive pressure 
in the crankcase. This pressure, looking for an escape 
route, found it in the turbocharger oil return line. 
The back pressure caused the seals to leak.”

| REASON ONLY A HANDFUL of fleet 


vehicles have seat belts is one of economics— 
and logic. Why waste the money when drivers 
won’t fasten them? 

COMMERCIAL CAR JOURNAL contacted fleets 
with almost 15,000 vehicles equipped with seat 
belts to find out why drivers refuse to use them. 
To get our answers, we asked: 

@ What was your greatest doubt before you 
installed seat belts? 

@ After installation, how do you convince 
drivers to use them? 

We made some basic assumptions in our ques- 
tioning. First, we were pretty sure fleetmen 
had been convinced for a long time that seat 
belts can reduce death or injury. They were. 
Only one fleetman said he had serious doubts 
about seat belt effectiveness before installing 
them. 

We also knew these fleet users must have had 
about the same doubts other fleetmen have. 
Again, they do. Most fleet managers simply feel

making their seat belt programs effective That's a damning commentary on the safety 
consciousness of automobile and truck drivers. 


But it’s been borne out again and again. Fleet- 
men have no reason to expect anything else.

programs fail—but some fleetmen consider it dynamite 


How, then, can you change your drivers? 

Safety men pretty well divide into two camps 
at this point. There are the “voluntary” men, 
and the “mandatory” contingent. “Voluntary 
fleets either install seat belts at the request of 
the driver or ask him to use the ones in the com- 
pany vehicles. A mandatory program, on the 
other hand, begins with the company’s issuing 
an order that seat belts be buckled. Driver 
faces disciplinary action or discharge from his 
job if he fails to use his seat belt. 

The “voluntaries” have only a fair record of 
success in their seat belt programs. The “man- 
datories” have a good record. 


Works for some 


That is not to say a voluntary program of 
seat belt use will not work. It has worked de- 
cidedly for some fleets. But for others—missing 
ingredient unknown—it has not met with very 
great success. 

Fleetmen divide right down the line on their 
seat belt philosophies. E. T. Myer of Indiana 
Farmers Mutual and Town & Country Mutual 
Insurance Companies says: “I do not believe 
that you can order drivers to use seat belts.” 
His program is entirely voluntary. 

Wesley C. Berry, driver training specialisi

with the Arizona Public Service Co., Phoenix, 
counters: “We had trouble, at first, getting our 
drivers to fasten their seat belts. But after our 
orders that seat belts would be fastened at all 
times (or the driver would be subject to dis- 
missal from the company), we have had no more 
trouble. We have also removed drivers from 
their jobs and reduced a few in pay to get this 
to work.” Then he adds, “It’s a good feeling to 
know that our seat belts are paying off for the 
company.” 

Most seat belt programs are voluntary. Those 
fleets which dismiss or discipline drivers who 
do not fasten seat belts are rare. CCJ found 
just a handful of mandatory programs. 

Voluntary systems, as you'd expect, range 
from the very casual to the highly concentrated. 
For instance, Thornton Beall, manager of Shell 
Oil Co.’s Marketing Distribution Department, 
says approximately 10 per cent of Shell’s passen- 
ger cars (and no trucks) are equipped with seat 
belts. “We have authorized the use of safety 
belts on all passenger cars where they are de- 
sired by the drivers. It is our feeling that it 
serves no purpose to install them ‘across the 
board’ if they are not going to be used.... ”

trailer, 1342 more minutes till the cargo is five 
stories above at its destination.

Foods Corp., White Plains, N. Y., says his firm 
has 2000 cars equipped with seat belts. “We 
think our program is 90 per cent effective,” he 
says. General Foods’ program of “continuous 
persuasion” includes sales manager’s letters, ap- 
propriate literature and “pictures of our own 
accidents which should have been fatal.” 

At what point does a seat belt program become 
“effective”? Many would say the saving of one 
life makes a program worthwhile. However, 
safety men usually speak in terms of how often 
seat belts are buckled when drivers are behind 
the wheel. When percentage of use approaches 
100, they feel their fleets will get full benefit 
from the Cornell figure—35 per cent reduction 
in deaths or serious injury. 

J. N. Porter, safety superintendent for Old 
Republic Insurance Co., feels his program is 
successful. “We don’t claim 100 per cent use 
of belts all the time,” he says. “But I feel sure 
our men use them always on long trips and pos- 


Old Republic has made its voluntary program 
work by exerting “constant pressure.” Mr. Por- 
ter says, “I had a serious talk with each man 
when we put seat belts in cars about four years 
ago. Since then, I have at intervals talked with 
them, sent bulletins and letters. In addition, 
we've taken ‘no name’ polls on the extent to 
which belts were used. I have followed the same 
methods with new men.” 


Steady pressures 


E. I. du Pont de Nemours, Wilmington, Del., 
has 1725 vehicles of all types equipped with seat 
belts. That’s every car in its sales division, plus 
125 trucks. S. L. Williams of the Safety and 
Fire Protection Division, says Du Pont has “ex- 
perienced no serious objections to the use of 
seat belts.” Their “voluntary” program is high 
pressure. Drivers are constantly told to fasten 
them, but not ordered to do so. Supervisors rid- 
ing with salesmen “observe to see that seat belts 
are used.”” The concentrated program then takes 
this form: Stories of accidents are given wide 
publicity (Du Pont has its own telegram-like 
“Safetygram’’), sales directors are kept up-to- 
date on seat belt research, and district sales 
offices have two movies on seat belts to show 
to each driver. Samples of Du Pont’s seat belt 
promotional material is very impressive. Their 
next step: A driving handbook, soon to be pub-

100 per cent use, estimates present use at 80 
per cent. 

Another hard-sell program is working for the 
Los Angeles Police Department. The “volun- 
tary” aspects are a little mixed, however. Some 
division heads have ordered policemen to fasten 
their seat belts. Best selling point, however 
(according to Lieutenant D. W. Mann, com- 
mander of the Traffic Services Division), is for 
other policemen to see what happens to members 
of their own groups when an accident occurs. 
Of divisions where seat belt use is greatest, he 
says, “We find almost without exception, that 
these divisions have had one or more accidents 
in which a safety belt was obviously the factor 
that prevented more serious injury.” Some 500 
of 800 vehicles in the department have lap-type 
belts. 


Special survey 


A similar situation exists with the Texas De- 
partment of Public Safety. Sergeant P. A. Zeis- 
sel, its fleet coordinator, ran a survey for CCJ. 
That department is partially mandatory, par- 
tially voluntary in the amount of regulation it 
has assumed over the seat belt program. One 
division out of six has ordered its men to fasten 
seat belts. But all new highway patrolmen since 
1956 (and other personnel since 1958) have been 
taught to fasten their seat belts in the driving 
training course. A hard-sell program has also 
been conducted through normal intra-department 
channels. 

Sergeant Zeissel’s survey shows: 87 per cent 
of the men use seat belts all of the time, 7.5 per 
cent use them most of the time, 3.5 per cent use 
them some of the time, and 2 per cent never 
use them. He adds, “We also found that those 
who use the belts only some of the time, or 
never, were older personnel (more than 10 years’ 
service with the Department).”’ 


Some are not happy 


These fleets all have a voluntary seat belt pro- 
gram. But other fleets, using similar approaches, 
haven’t been so successful: 

@ Toledo Edison Co., Toledo, Ohio, has of- 
fered any of its drivers who want them seat 
belts on company cars. Its record: 31 of 181 
automobiles, 22 of 190 delivery trucks. 

@ Says Clayton M. Allen, engineer in charge 
of the General Plant Division, Los Angeles De- 
partment of Water and Power: “While our pro- 
gram does not make it mandatory to wear the 
belts, we try through educational campaigns to 
make our drivers realize that seat belts do pre- 
vent injuries and fatalities. Our drivers, how- 
ever, are the same as all other drivers. They 
do not all realize that seat belts should be worn 
at all times, even at slow speeds. The fact that 
many of our drivers do not fasten their belts, 
even though they are provided, is our greatest

concern.” (Only about 50 per cent of the de- 
partment’s pool passenger car drivers regularly 
use seat belts.) 

@ “When we first initiated the seat belt pol- 
icy, all fleet vehicles were equipped with belts. 
However, too many drivers failed to use them,” 
reports W. L. Foster, safety coordinator for 
West Virginia Pulp & Paper Co. (Southern 
Woodlands)—yet in two cases seat belts had 
saved a driver’s life. Mr. Foster adds, “We 
checked with other industrial Woodlands people. 
We found that they had met with the same non- 
use experience. They were then offering to in- 
stall belts on any fleet vehicle at the request of 
the regular driver. That is our policy now. As 
older vehicles were replaced, few new belts were 
requested. Perhaps we have done a poor job of 
selling this phase of driver safety.” 

@ From McLean Trucking Co., Salem, N. C.: 
“We do not have any policy on seat belts. Some 
of our safety supervisors have seat belts in- 
stalled on our safety cars.” 

@ “Drivers have not accepted seat belts fully,” 
—Linde Co., Kittanning, Penna. (No accidents 
since they have been in use, no way to “prove 
the value of the belts.’’) 

@ Says H. L. Roberts, Safety Director for the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission —‘“I can’t 
say that seat belts pay off, because I have found 
that many of the drivers fail to use them.” 

@ Paul Kramos, Chief Safety Engineer for 
Butler Manufacturing Co., Kansas City, Mo., also 
ran a special fleet survey for CCJ. Here are the 
results of his voluntary program (Butler installs 
seat belts on its scattered fleet as salesmen ask 
for them): Some 47 per cent of drivers with 
seat belts use them only when driving on the 
highway, another 38 per cent fasten them every 
time they get into the car, 10 per cent use them 
“occasionally,” and five per cent never use them. 
Butler gets these results sending letters on seat 
belts to its sales representatives. (Butler has 
129 passenger cars equipped with seat belts.) 

Looking at all of these voluntary seat belt 
programs, it’s interesting to note how widely 
the results varied. Control is almost non-exist- 
ent—unless very strong pressures are put on the 
drivers. 

The picture brightens with the men who be- 
lieve in a different seat belt philosophy. They 
say drivers must fasten their seat belts. Man- 
agement threatens dismissal or disciplinary ac- 
tion if seat belts are found unfastened. 

All of the safety men with mandatory pro- 
grams speak of them as highly successful. None 
have doubts that most seat belts are fastened. 


Interestingly, not all of the mandatory pro- 
grams are in highway patrol or governmental 
agency fleets. Some private industries have 
gained the same kind of results. 

Not only has Armco Steel Corp., Middletown, 
Ohio, told its drivers to use seat belts, it has 
also made drivers of some 2000 vehicles responsi- 
ble for seeing that passengers use them, too. 
Armco now has seat belts on front seats of all 
sales cars and trucks. Some divisions have even 
installed two belts in in-plant trucks. 

R. C. Vanney, Manager of Firestone Tire & 
Rubber, Fort Stockton, Texas: “Our men have 
been ordered to buckle their seat belts. Periodic 
checks prove that our belts are buckled.” The 
program does not stop with the order and spot 
checks, though. Management posts any litera- 
ture or reports that support the value of seat 
belts, publicizes cases where company drivers 
have been saved by them. 


Join the club 


At Arizona Public Service, the mandatory seat 
belt program is followed up by regular publicity, 
also. Drivers are required to sign a “Safety Seat 
Belt Club” membership card, pledging to fasten 
their seat belts at all times. Company also pub- 
licizes accidents in which drivers were saved— 
written by the drivers themselves. 

Many bases within the Air Defense Command, 
Colorado Springs, Colo., have issued directives 
“requiring seat belts to be buckled before the 
driver is permitted to shift into gear.” (In 
many cases the driver is held financially liable 
if involved in an accident when seat belts are 
unbuckled.) Ralph M. Riley, chief of the Ground 
Safety Division, tells CCJ: “The problem of in- 
suring that installed seat belts are utilized has 
given us concern also. A strong seat belt edu- 
cational program is our most effective tool in 
combatting lethargy in this area. The drivers 
recognize the value of the seat belts in Air Force 
vehicles. In many cases, this program has been 
so effective that the drivers have voluntarily 
installed seat belts in their private vehicles.” 
(Last month, CCJ quoted Mr. Riley’s statement 
that at least 50 Air Defense Command people 
owe their lives to the seat belt program.) 

Wisconsin State Patrol, Madison, Wis., has 
this order on the books: “Officers shall assure 
that seat belts are fastened securely across the 
body of the operator, and his passenger, when 
the vehicle is in motion.” Personnel are subject 
to disciplinary action for not obeying the rules. 
Norbert K. Anderson, business manager, says, 
“‘We have never had to discipline anyone for vio- 
lating the rule. We are now contemplating in- 
stalling shoulder harness type seat belts in our 
new pursuit cars next year. If we undertake this 
change, the new belts will be more of a nuisance 
to get into each time an officer enters his squad 
car. One of the officers has suggested this type 
belt and has them installed in his own personal 
car. This shows the effects that our education

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Are 4-cyl engines coming back ? 


Recent developments in 4-cyl engines seem to 


indicate they'll be back to stay 


RE 4-cylinder gasoline engines for 
A ears and light trucks making a 
come-back? It appears that they are 
after an almost total absence from 
the Detroit scene for 18 years. 

Major exception here has been 
Diveo which has continued to offer 
two 4-cyl Continental engines, and 
the Jeep of World War II fame. 

About two years ago, Interna- 
tional introduced its MetroMite 
powered by an over-head-valve Four. 
Last year, White brought out its 
PDQ line of delivery trucks using the 
Willys 4-cyl Jeep engine. 

But the real break-through came 
last year when Pontiac decided to 
use an overhead-valve Four for its 
standard engine in the Tempest. This 
engine is actually half a V-8. Since 
then, International Harvester has 
followed suit with its new 152 cu in. 
Four used in its new Scout (Feb., 
p 122). 

Rumor now has it that Ford is 
working on a V-4 to power its Volks- 
wagen-type compact called the Cardi- 
nal. It will have less than a 100-in. 
wheelbase, will be on the market late 
this year or early 1962. 


“Compact” influence 


Detroit’s new interest in 4-cyl 
powerplants for cars and light trucks 
is no accident. The advent of com- 
pact cars and light trucks required 
major shrinking of V-8’s, engineer- 
ing of smaller and more economical 
Sixes—or the possibility of going 
back to a Four. 

Modern technology and mass pro- 
duction machinery suddenly has made 
it possible to use the same produc- 
tion lines to make either a V-8 or a 
4-cyl engine. How? By using only 
one bank of the V-8 to make a Four. 
This is precisely what Pontiac and 
IHC have done in the Tempest and 
the Scout. 


Saw a V-8 in half? 


The 152 cu in. Scout powerplant 
is actually the right bank of the 
Harvester 304 cu in. V-8. Only ma- 
jor parts affected are the block, 
crankshaft and camshaft. Outside of 
these, many parts are interchange- 


able. These include pistons, rings and 
pins; connecting rods; cylinder head 
and valve train. Even the valves, 
valve seat inserts, valve rotors, and 
hydraulic lifters are interchangeable. 

It’s easy to see that this Four is 
quite an engine since it has almost 
all the major features of the heavy- 


As shown in the accompanying 
photograph, the Scout’s engine is 
slanted to give it a lower profile. It 
also permits putting the carburetor, 
intake manifold and distributor where 
the other bank of a V-8 would nor- 
mally be. 


Five main bearings 


In making a Four from a V-8, one 
of the necessary changes is obviously 
the crankshaft. This one has five 
main bearings and is balanced in- 
ternally with massive counterweights. 
A vibration dampner is not needed. 
Both main and connecting rod bear- 
ings used with this crankshaft are 
the steel backed aluminum type. 

One of the noteworthy features of 
this engine is an aluminum intake 
manifold which is waterjacketed. 
This keeps it cool in summer, warm 
in winter, to give good fuel economy 
and better performance. 

Fleet operators need not think 
manufacturers are cutting corners 
when they offer a Four made from 
one bank of a V-8. As described 
here, the IHC Scout engine, if any- 
thing, is more beefed-up than a 
standard engine engineered from 
the ground up.

@ They have independent motor, 
air supply. 

These features make up the sys- 
tem that can clear some 80,000 
empty cans on 32 pallets from a 
trailer in about a minute-and-a- 
half. 

Here’s how “Air Chain” works: 
Trailer bed is equipped with four 
rows of flat rollers for two-pallet- 
wide loads. Between each pair of 
rollers is a drag chain. It is sup- 
ported by a rubber hose about two 
in. in diameter. Protecting the hose 
from the chain’s movement is a 
spring-steel wearing strip. 


Hand-filled tank 


Driver releases air from a 40-psi, 
hand-filled air tank on the trailer’s 
underbelly to fill the nose. When 
hose puffs up, chain rises high 
enough to “grab” bottoms of pal- 
lets, move them in or out. 


BRAKE BLOCKS - 


Chain is driven by an indepen- 
dent gasoline engine with a bat- 
tery-operated self-starter. 

Alvey claims the air-supported 
chain has an extra bonus for han- 
dling delicate cargo. If pallets con- 
tact an object in their path, chain 
slips until object is out of the way. 
This prevents cargo from being 
roughly forced against object. Hose 
is under about 5-psi pressure dur- 
ing in-out movement, will “‘give’’ to 
protect cargo.

It pays to chase down SQUEAKS 





Squeaks and rattles in fleet-car or truck bodies 
are not only annoying, they’re points of poten- 
tially rapid wear. A squirt-can full of 10W 
motor oil, a stick of dry lubricant, a tube of 
graphite and some Marfak are all the equip- 
ment you need to keep a fleet-vehicle as quiet 
as Sunday. In the chart below, MO stands for 
Motor Oil, FG for Flake Graphite, DE for dry 
stick lubricant, and MG for Texaco Markak 
Multi Purpose 2.

alee New tips for 


Don’t let filler-cap dirt 
deposits foul up your fuel line 


Gasoline filler caps on practically all fleet cars are hidden behind 
little doors in the fender or behind the license plate. Most times 
these little doors stay shut except when you’re gassing up—and 
that’s the problem. That little enclosed cranny can become a 
catch-all for all kinds of road dirt, sand, mud and rust. Sooner 
or later some of that dirt is bound to get into the tank, and even- 
tually it can plug up the fuel line. Moral: next time you wash 
your fleet cars, open the gas filler doors and blow out the area 
with an air hose, and once it’s clean, keep it clean. It’s one of 
the easiest ways we know of to help keep fuel lines clean and 
trouble-free. 


Fuel line deposits may be 
due to oxidized carburetor parts 


Excessive washing of plated or anodized carburetor parts 
in caustic parts cleaner may create troublesome whitish 
fuel-line deposits. Long immersion in parts cleaner may 
clean the plating or coating right off carburetor parts, and 
expose the white metal underneath. The exposed metal 
reacts to moisture and oxidation by releasing particles into 
the fuel. Two solutions: replace the lost coating by dunking 
the parts in a bath of dichromate; or, switch to less caustic 
cleaning solutions for carburetor parts. 


Jackrabbit acceleration 
scuffs new rear axle gear's 


Engines aren’t the only part of a new vehicle that need spe- 
cial care during the break-in period. The rear axle, espe- 
cially during the first hundred miles, is another critical area. 
Too-sudden application of power before the gears are prop- 
erly run-in can cause scuffing of the gears and overheating 
of the bearings. High bearing temperatures on a brand new 
axle may show up as a distinctive odor produced by over- 
heating of the additives in the axle lubricant. If rear wheel 
bearings have this smell, even at early mileage, drain and 
refill the rear axle. 





trimming maintenance costs 


Please believe the dipstick 


Every now and then you may find 
a fleet-car or truck that shows 
“full” on the crankcase or auto- 
matic transmission dipstick before 
you’ve put in the amount of oil 
specified in the manual. If you do 
service such a vehicle, please 
believe the dipstick. It’s too simple 
to be wrong; when the dipstick 
says “full,” the crankcase is full.* 
Overfilling an automatic transmis- 
sion can eventually lead to sprung 
seals; an engine that’s too-full of 
oil will whip up a lot of foam and, 
as a result, get less lubrication than 
it would using less oil. 

*Unless you've just installed a new oil fil- 
ter. In this case the dipstick reading won't 
be accurate until after the engine has 


run long enough to fill up the new dry 
filter. 




















Pressurized cooling system needs 
pressure cap for the heavy going 


In spite of the fact that a pressurized cooling system will 
sometimes work all right even though a non-pressure cap 
has accidentally been installed, we want to point out that 
this practice is “all right” only to a certain point. Pressuri- 
zation gives maximum cooling capacity to water by raising 
its boiling point. If a fleet-car operates satisfactorily with a 
non-pressure cap, it simply means the engine didn’t need 
the full cooling capacity of the radiator in those particular 


Oil colors: red means danger 


A while ago we mentioned in one of these tips that 
a detergent oil darkens because it’s holding onto 
the dirt, ready to carry it out of the engine when 
you drain the oil. Then somebody asked, “Why 
does the oil in my truck turn grey?” Here’s a little 
rundown on the characteristic colors of used crank- 
case oil, and what the colors indicate. 


Red oil may mean a leaky fuel pump dia- 

phragm, which lets quantities of dyed gas- 

oline into the oil. This gasoline thins out 

the lube oil, lowers its lubricating effective- 
ness. Red color may also result from overchok- 
ing, frequent cold starts. 


White or cream-colored oil results from 
harmless white lead-ash that remains after 
a high-grade gasoline is burned in an 
engine that’s in good condition. 


Temporary milky color in cold engine oil 
results from air being churned into the oil, 
and usually disappears as the oil warms up. 


Foaming and whitening of oil may indi- 
cate an air leak in the oil-pump intake. 


Black oil in a clean, new engine, almost 

always results from stop-and-go driving. 

The color is produced by black carbon fuel 

soot from inefficiently-burned gasoline. All 
engines in poor condition will blacken the oil 
very quickly. 


Grey oil is a combination that occurs in 
comparatively new engines. It’s a mixture 
of white lead ash and black fuel soot. 


conditions. But if the same car had been pulling up steep 
grades, slogging through sand or mud, or if the radiator had 
been dirty, it might have overheated. A fully pressurized 
cooling system, like life-insurance, is designed to anticipate 
and protect against the really heavy going. If your fleet cars 
have pressure cooling systems, make sure the cap fits the 
pressure, and you're set for all kinds of driving.

Sometimes it’s assumed that distrib- 
utor cap towers don't wear out, and 
consequently they are not checked 
as often as they should be. 


One of the biggest causes of early 
cap failure is an ignition lead not 
pushed snugly into the tower.

portable power units to full-size 
landing craft engines. 

Compression ratio is 23 to 1. No 
adjustment is needed to switch 
from one fuel to another. Present 
engines can be converted to multi- 
fuel use cheaply, too, says Detroit 
Diesel. 

All of the engines are adapta- 
tions of Detroit Diesel’s produc- 
tion-line engines. All that’s neces- 
sary to convert them from diesel 
to multifuel: 23.1 combustion ra- 
tio pistons, needle valve injectors 
with modifications, high output 
engine fuel pump, auxiliary fuel 
booster pump and minor fuel 
plumbing changes. 

The company says, “we do not 
intend to promote multifuel en- 
gines commercially.” However, 
one official predicts they might ap- 
pear in commercial fleets some day 
if present fuel-tax problems con- 
tinue.

leadership and additional actions on 
the part of the federal govern- 
ment,” the President said. 

The President asked that the rec- 
ommendations coming out of the 
study include both long-range and 
short-range actions “necessary to 
achieve and maintain healthy and 
efficient transportation systems.” 


Most for rails? 

Immediate indications are that 
the latest transport study will con- 
centrate heavily on the problems 
besetting the railroad industry. 
Possible contents: new loan pro- 
grams, better tax depreciation, and 
perhaps repeal of the agricultural 
exemption. Gray-area trucking and 
piggyback rates may come into the 
study, too. 

The new study was believed to be 
the outgrowth of a disagreement at 
the White House among top Presi- 
dential advisors over what to do in 


the field. This disagreement ear- 
lier blocked release of a proposed 
Presidential message to Congress. 
That speech may form the basis for 
the recommendations next year. 
Among other things, it called for 
strict regulation of private carriage 
and for action on common owner- 
ship. 


Private Carriers blast proposed 
hours of service change 


An ICC hearing examiner’s pro- 
posal to amend hours-of-service 
regulations is drawing fire from 
truckers and shippers alike. 

The examiner proposed to pro- 
hibit more than 10 hours’ driving 
following eight consecutive hours 
off duty, or driving more than two 
hours after having been on duty 
more than 13 hours in a terminal. 

Spokesmen for the Private Truck 
Council protested in a brief filed 
Aug. 7. They said driver-salesmen 
who devote more than half their 
time to selling and less than half 
to driving, loading and unloading,
